The 
niaiinfactiiros of furoign countries (whoao 
tarill's rigorously exclude ISritinIi nuuiu- 
faoturea) aro being poured into Great 
Britain ui uueea.iiiiL; voluino to undersoil 
the home articles. EuuKnd is to day 
what (Januda was bofuro slio adopted a 
protective taritt' — the slaughterhouse of 
American goods. So long as America 
can enjoy the advantugos of a free mar- 
ket in England siie will not reduce her 
larilf to any appreciable extent. She 
will continue to closo hor own inarket to 
the world wiiilo taking advantage of the 
liberal policj' uf her neighbors. The ad- 
vocates of Fair 'I'rade propose to only 
admit free the productions of a foreign 
nation that admits free similar articles of 
English production — always oxcepiiiig 
breadstutl's ami meats, of which (ircat 
Britain does notandcannoi raise .sullicieiit 
to support her population. The advo 
catea of Free Trudo— among whom are 
many of the most eminent men of thu 
United Kingdom — scout the idea that tlie 
de])ro3sion is wholly attributable to 'Free 
Traile; but the conservatives have iid- 
opted the policy of Fair Trade, and at 
Warwickshire a few days ago they won a 
sweeping victory on that issue. Vestor- 
day an election took place at liackney, 
and there again the issue presented to the 
electors was Fair vs. Free Trade. In the 
election of (!levelan(l statesmen of the 
I'right schocil I'ancy they discover a de- 
sire on the part of the I'nited States to 
return to Free 'i'raile; but they will soon 
find that unless (Ireiit Britain shall adopt 
a F^iir Trade or retail atiu-y policy and 
resoiutoiy reiiise 10 admn. American 
goods free of duty until reciprocal ad- 
vantages aro extended In her, tlie bemUit 
that British manufacturers and artisans 
will draw frnni the change of administra- 
tion at Washington will bo scarcely ap- 
preciated.

Whonevi!r our slightly esteemed morn- 
ing coutomuoi'ary is changed v.ith a de- 
lilK|Ueiicy ho invariably endeavors to 
shift the blame upon some thing or some 
one else. Hu now assorts that one of his 
employtSs' who occupied a room in the 
Standai'd budding and died, in conso - 
Quonco of tyjihoid fever, contractjd the 
disease by "drinking water at a Saanicli 
picnic." Tlie puljliu have always under- 
stood that tho water of Suaniuh was of 
the purest. The Saanich people have 
drank of it and laved in it fur many years, 
ond have derived only bonefit from it. 
A case of typhoid or malaria was never 
known in tlie district. The inhabitants are 
noted for their gcuuual gi'od healtli; audit 
remained for a St ludard employe' to con- 
tract typhoid by "drinking Saanich water 
at a picnic ." Water] story ! We do not be- 
lieve a word of it. Saanich water is as 
good and wholesome as Saanich lads aro 
stahvait and handsome and the lasses 
pretty. Sometimes what! people put in 
the water alleets them injuriously; but in 
the case iirpoint the unfortunate young 
man imbibed the poison while sleeping in 
closo proximity to our contemporary's 
much-belauded earth-closet, a system 
which an able c<irrespoudeiit; in another 
column demonstrates is entirely unsuited 
■ to this beautiful and growing city's re- 
quironionts. i)ur eonteinporary's ex;)Ia 
nation ia simjjly a li'hid on Saanich wati;r 
to excuse hi.s own shortcoming. 

A GREAT OUN. 

The gun which Cf)lonel Hope is making 
for the War Ullice is to be, it ajipoars, a 
100-ton gun, liring the enormous and un- 
precedented charge of Incwt. (threo-iiuar- 
tors of a ton!) of powder concentrated be- 
hind a 1,200 lb. shell in a 12-inch i;un. 
We hear that the calculated velocity is 
upwards of 4,000 feet a second, and the 
theoretical [)enet ration through wrought- 
^ iron about 5 feet. A^5suming this gun to 
be a success, it wonhl have a value beyond 
that of other guns, because, owing to the 
ininionse range and penetration, it. would 
afford sucli [irotection to our harbors and 
coaling stations that it would set free, 
which otherwise wmild bo compelled to 
remain in piut, a large number of ships 
for their legitimate work of cruising. Wo 
hear that Uolonel Hope expects to Qnish 
his first gun in ten to twelve months, in- 
cluding the time necessary for the con- 
Btruclion of thu enormous [jlaiit required; 
but aa he makes his guns in one single 
forging, the actual construction of the 
gun itself is not expected to take quite 
three months. 

STIRIUNa UF STRIFE. 

Mr. Blaine lias thus early began hjp 
work of depreciating the democratic 
policy in advance. In a recent spi!ech ho 
pointed out that -rj.OOU.OOU wliitea at the 
north arc dominated by 8,000,000 in the 
south, who resnrted'to intimidation, rub- 
bery and murder to provont the blacks 
from depoaitiug their ballots fi.>r repub- 
lican electors. 1 1 is evident , from thu re- 
marks of .Mr. Blaine, that a bitter war 
will bo waged on the Cleveland adminis- 
tration, and that its revenue Dolicy will 
meet with great opposition from the start. 
Mr. Blaine, of course, is shelved forever. 
He can never hope to bo president, be- 
cause he cannot command the support of 
the honest and respect able men of his own 
party, and because, when the country 
wanted peace, his voice was for war. 
Statesman and orator, as undoubtedly he 
is, Mr. Blaine's career as a public man 
ha.i been marked by corruption and his 
capacity for mischief making surpasses 
that of any American living or dead. It 
is a good thing for the world that he has 
been kept out of the White ilouao.

Wliai Slioiilil l>c Ooiic to rurify 

tliis !?esiu»i!'i!! tity. 

To rilK EiiiToit; — In continuation of 
r.iy lettur of yesterday, in which I pro- 
posed to discuss the question of the Ijcst 
means for the removal uf nxcitita from the 
city, I quote the following: ''The excveiu 
ought not to soak into the earth or to re- 
main near^ dwellings." These are the 

greatest authority of the present day on 
all hygienic matters. The oommoii ce-is- 
pool, privy or midden of ycollaiid, and 
tho northern towns of England, alsti, 1 ani 
sorry to say, of this city, cannot be 
brought to fulfil the ciuiditions laid down 
b}' Dr. L'arkes, and it now seems clear 
that there is no possibility of using the 
earth closet system, or any deodorizing 
plan, ill cities of 10,000 or iinu'e inhab- 
itants, on account of the expense of trans- 
port of dry earth to tho closets and re- 
moval to a Bufhcient distance from the 
heart of tho city to render it innocuous. 
Tho pail system, aa it ia called, has been 
tried in England, in Manchester and some 
other large towns, but is found to be a 
failure solely on account of the expense 
and labor it invidves. There remains, 
then, only tho "water system, " for which 
it appears to mo Victoria ia particularly 
well adapted from its proximity .to the 
sea, its oluvated position and favorable 
gradients. 

To carry out tho " water system," it is 
essential that a well-cous;riicted .system 
of sewers should be established ; that they 
should allow no deposit on thoir course to 
the outlets in the sea; and also that they 
should be thoroughly ventilated, and that 
the house pipes should bo so arraiigeil 
that ventilating shafts can bo carricil nut- 
side, up to and al)''\ e the rnof .s., as to 
entirely prevent and cut olf any esc,i|ie I'f 
sewer gas into the interior of lioesesor 
inhabited buildings. Deposits are pre- 
vented by laying egg-shupod sewers with 
a proper fall, easy means of access for in- 
spection and clean.'^ing, and a regular Ibnv 
of water with pcriiulical llurdiiug. W'lUi- 
lalioii is best ell'ccted by having nuuu'i Mus 
opeiiinga so aa to allow constant and free 
iiuorchaiigo between the Sewer air and the 
atmosphere. These openings may bo by 
gratings or shafts, as circumstances may 
determino. Tho openings at certain points, 
or where near houses, may l)e [iroteeted 
by wire baskets of charcoal hung so as to 
cau.so tho sewer air to pass thrm gh tbiMii 
before its exit into the extei Dal air. This 
free ventilation occasions im I'llliice, if 
tho sowers are properly made and kopt, 
and wiii, ai any rate, iiave provided 
against the far greater danger of the on 
tranco of ai.'wer gas into houses. 

,\t siune point in the course of (■\'ei'y 
houho drain for carrying otf refuse water 
from sinks, etc., before it reachcH the 
main sewer, thero should be cmnpleto dis- 
connection by means of a siphon tra^ 
through which all the liquid refuse of the 
house must pass, and which therefore 
must always lie charged with water wliil.it I 
the house is inliabitetl, and nf an o],i.niuu' | 
fr(Uii the honsu drain on tho house side | 
of tho siphon-trap to provide for tho I 
escaiio of any foul air which may have 
forced tho trap. 

If this is done tho spreading of disease 
by town aewer.i beccMues impossible. It 
ia curtain that wtien a tnwn is widl 
sewered tho prevalence of Lypliiud fever is 
lessonod, even to extinction; and the 
same observation applies to diphtheria 
and allied disease.?. Drying of tho .kuI ia 
acculorated by the eonstructioii (jf sewero, 
and as a ciuisei|Uence there is a marked 
decrease in pulmonary coniplaiiits and 
phthisis. It is a ipiestion of en^jineeriip,' 
detail whotluu- the sewers shcpuld carry lilf 
rain water aa well as house refuse. iMy 
own opinion is that tluy should. The 
flow of rain water helps to keep the 
sowers flushed and clean. Tliere are im 
violent tliuiider.strinus (jf rain in this 
ocpiable cliniato to cause an excessive tlow 
and choke t be sewers. 

With regard to the disi.ios.al nf the 
sewer water and contents, the (Uily and 
obvious course is to discharge it into the 
aeii, and this being an (uigiucf ring <pie-( 
tion, 1 do not outer into further than t.i 
st.ate that the sea is the best deodorizer 
and H;ifest, provided by natiiri^'s alclieniy. 

I iitil a system of ilraiiiago and sew(n-- 
age is obtained for \'ietoria, it will never 
be safe from epidemics of typhoid, 
diphtheria and allied diseases. When it 
is provided, every cesspool, midden and 
unconnected drain ought to be |)r<diihited 
by municipal huv within llie city liinils. 
You will then havo a city clean, sweet, 
dry and worthy its reputation as a health 
resort for the Pacific coast.

Ni:\v Yoiiu, Nov. IS. — Instead of tho 
10,001) jieiipio who have heretofore at- 
tended "Sullivan's seances," not more 
than 2000 wore in the Madison Square 
(laiilons to-night when Greenfield, the 
I'jiigli.sh puL'ilist, and Sullivan met for 
four thn'e-inii.iito rounds under the Mar- 
(piis of (,>ueenabui'y rules. Tho men weru 
not |ierinitted to continue their "friendly 
set'to" for any considerable time, how- 
ever, for Captain Williams was of tho 
opinion that they were engaged in a tight, 
and stopped them in the middle of tho 
second rouiul. He arrested thorn and 
took both of tliem to tho station houao. 

Tho finishing roimd was abcmt aa fol- 
lows :

Greenfield sparred and 
danced for an opotiiug, found it, and let 
go his right, which found Sullivan's face. 

The latter began to look wretcliod, but 
while he was picking out a place to wreck 
the liritiui "in a friendly way," the for- 
eigner tap|ied him on the forehead with 
Ills right.

— The particu- 
lars of tho shooting arc that Mr. DoYoung 
entered the business oflice and passed into 
his private oflico to got some children's 
hooka which he had purchased. Ho came 
out again to say aoiuutliiiig to one of the 
clerks w hen he heard some one say, "Mr. 
DeYoung, I Would like to see yoii." He 
turned and almost before he had time to 
recognize tho person who spoke Sprecklea 
fired. Tho bullet atrnck him ni the arm 
above the elbow. DeYoung, who was en- 
cuiiibered with an over coat and tho 
bundle of chihlren's books dashed behind 
the deak with tho intention of running 
from there into his private office. Befora 
he had time to do so Spreckles 
fired a second shot which took effoot 
in his shoulder. DeYoung thou made 
for his private oflice; but in doing so 
slipped and fell on the floor. Sprecklea 
rualied up and standing over him fired a 
third shot. This bullet struck tho 
childrena' books, and the cliancea ara the 
hooka saved his life. The instant 
Spreckles lired the third shot George W. 
Emerson, advertising clerk, grabbed a 
revidver lying in a drawer of one of the 
desks, and tired at Spreckles, hitting him 
m the left arm, causing only a slight 
wound. Before Spreckles had time to 
fire another shot 3i. O, Chesley, cashier, 
sprang from behind the railing and 
seized Spreckle's revolver, and prevented 
hini from using it again. While Chealoy 
waa struggling with him two othor clerks 
rushed up and overpowered SpreoklfiS. 
A moment afterv/arda police officers 
ru.'ihod in and arrested him. Emeraon, 
the advertising clerk, who fired at 
Sprecklea, was also arrested. Both were 
taken to tho city prison. DeYoung was 
immediately removed in a cab to 
his residence. Uia wounds which 
al first wore bdlioved to bo but slight, 
jnoved ou exaniinalion more serious tliau 
supposed. It was found that the first bul- 
let pass jd within the sixteenth of an inch 
of a sub-clavicle artery which, if it had 
been struck would have caused him to blood 
to death. The fears are now that if aup- 
peration sots in the artery may become af- 
fected. DeYoung remained perfectly cool, 
and at the jiresent hour is resting oaay. 
*\'o other reason for the shooting isaasigued 
than that already stated. Spreckles is 27 
years of age. He was released on §5,000 
bail with his father. Clause Spreckles and 
brother, J. D. Spreckles, as sureties. Enier- 
sou, the advertising clerk, was released on 
$1,000 bail.

These pneumatic schemes are always in- 
teresting, uirI wlieu writleu up with de- 
Ecriptiou ami detnil iittrnct many close 
readers. B>it uid'ortuiiutely the tubes are 
never placed upon more solid foundation 
than the coluiim.s of tlio newspaijers. 
Everythiug loolis so plausible and certain, 
80 ea.sy and uicu, so sure to operate suc- 
cessfully and make much iiionev that the 
failure of the scheme to materialize is at 
first disappointing and linally mystifying. 
SVhy there is so nnicb talk and so little 
work is hard to understaud, but the public 
la now la tluit state of mind concerning 
pneumatic tubes from Chicago to New 
York that the existonce of one vril' bo be- 
lieved if, -when laid, it tun parallel with 
the railway and within plain vitjw there- 
from. " 

Capital secuis to be exceedingly shy of 
such enterprises. Kot lack of prnetica- 
bility but lack of cash holils the project in 
check. The feasibility of the piieiunalie 
tube system of carriaire was lung since de- 
teruHMed. and i)ncuiualic carriers are al- 
ready in vi>e in Cliicago and New Wirk on 
a small scale, ami iii London and i'aris nil 
a nuich inori; pretentious jiian. In the 
latter city a great iiunilier of letter-ilrops 
re counccteci with a piieumalic letter col- 
lector which tra\'ersi s ii good part of the 
town, conveying Iclters to the po.^toHice 
with promptness and dis|)atch. Jlore than 
one engineer has prepared |ilans for a tube 
system from Xew Turk to Chicago, luul 
there is but little doubt that a biief 
season of experiment would remove all 
diihculties in tht? way of mechanical suc- 
cess. Cost of plant and of operation, the 
likelihood of unforeseea dllllculties aris- 
ing, and the doubt of conmierdal success, 
however, have so far combined to prevent 
investment of the requisite large sums of 
money. 

With railioads carrying mails from 
New York to Chicago in twenty-seven 
hours, n-Mfl with tek'Lrnipbio invention 
wonderfully increasing the capacity ol the 
electric wire, it is a matter of serious 
doubt if there is really a dmumd for 
pneumatic Iransinissinn of messages and 
packages.

IIcniHrkablo LiUiiiIiimuh Slirnb. 

LTuaearoru, Nev., Timeis-Uoview.] 
There is a most remarkable tree or shrub 
in a small gulch near .<;ome springs about 
twelve miles north of Tuscarora. It is 
about six or sovcu feet iu height, with a 
trunk which, at its base, is three times the 
size of a man's wrist. It has Inuuiiierablc 
branches and twigs, and reseiublea the 
barberry tree or bush indigenous to ccrj 
tain localities in tlie eastern states. But 
it.s only remarkable characterislit! is its 
foliage, which at certain seasons of the 
year is so luniin(jus th.-it it can be plainly 
di.ttinguislied in the iliu-kest niglil for a 
distance of more than a mile, while in its 
immediate vicinity it emits sullicicnt light 
to enable a [)erson to read tlio linest print. 
Its foliage is e.\lrcnn;ly rank, and its 
leaves resemble somcwhal, in si/e, shape 
and color, tboae of the aromatic bay tree 
of California. 

The luminous property is evidently 
punwitic, and consists of a snrt of gummy 
substance, which, u]ion bring transferred 
by rubbing to a per.sou's bund, ira|>arlH to 
it the sqme apparently phospliorescent 
light, while that iru the leaf entirely dis- 
appeara The only reasonable ox idanation 
for this phenomenon that we can inuiglne 
is that the leaves possess some (pnility 
which either general es or attracts phos- 
phoric matter. The Indf.aus regard it with 
superstition, and will not approach it even 
in tlie daytime if thi-y can possibly avoid 
it. They have a niuae for it which, 
literally inleriucteil, siLcriiiics " wllcli ti^-j- " 
An oUl Shodioui' inroi iiuid Ihe writer that 
there were lju I Iwo others in the eatiie 
coimtr^'. hut the closcsi i(ai'sti(ining failed

Cliaractcr «r tl»c riiuiiKew JIado Iu 
tliti Old 'I'CNtiiiiiviit. 

[Phlliiilelphia HeconL] 

The labors of the eonuuittecs (m the 
Anglo- American revision of the Old Testa 
int-.it are ended, and tlie work is now in 
the hands of the printers. It will [iroh- 
ably be issued from the University presses 
of Oxford and Cambridge in the tail. This 
great work originated in the coiivocatiou 
of Canterbury,. Jday 0, 1870, by the np- 
nointmeut ot a cuuiiiillluu uf ouiiiicnt 
Hiblical scholars 'and diguitarlcs of the 
Church of England, with the power to re- 
vise the authorized version of 1611, and to 
associate with Oieni representative BiWioal 
scholars of other denominations. It was 
ilecidcd to make the work iutematioual as 
well ii.s intcrdenominatioiial. Accordingly 
the Anuaican committee was organized liy 
invitation and witli the approval of the 
Hritish revisers, and began active work in 
October, 1M7'J. 

These committees liave worked inde- 
pciniently of eaeli other. The American 
coiumiltee has lield montlilv meetings in 
New York, where, after a I'oniparisun of 
views, it would vole on a proposed change. 
X majority vote would he sullicient to 
carry the sidiject over to the next meeting, 
when a two-tliirds vote would be neces 
sary to secure its adoiitioii, .\ change thus 
voted would be commuiiic.ited to the 1-aig- 
lish committee. The latter cijiumitlee. 
working in much tlie same manner and 
holding its meetings in Londun. would 
promptly send the results of its laliors to 
the American brethren. Tlius a constant 
correspondence bus been kept up between 
the'two committees. It is by means of 
this correspondence that the revision hjis 
been completed. No joint meeting of 
representatives of the committees has been 
held. iJoth committees have gone over all 
the books of the Old Testament, and no 
change will be ineorporatwi that has not 
met the approval of both bodies. In some 
iiislaiices the British revisers have been 
more cons(^r\ ative that Ihe .Vnii ; icans, 
and where the l.atler tliink llicir ■ of 

siillicieat iin]K)rIanee it will ajipe.ir in Ihe 
aiipeiulix, as was dune iu the ca.--e of Hie 
revision of llu' Ne\v 'restanieiil. 

Changes in till- te'Xt of the tMd Tesia- 
nient will he less niarked than in the re- 
vised edition of the .New. In the revision 
of tile latter the translators with aidrd liy 
a comparison of aulheulic nainuscripls dis 
covered since tlie transhil iiHi, in Hill. 
They were thus led to curn-cl the (irrck 
text, and conseipienlly to malic alti rations 
in the te.xt of the I'inglisli revi.-ion. 
'I'liat they might render the origin il with 
greater hberalness, they sometiiuis sacri- 
iiced beauties of piirase, even when the 
meaning was not iiU'ected. 

In the work now iu i)res.s there will be 
little or no occasion for eoniplnint in this 
rcge.rd. The ditTcri'iicn between Ikbrew 
ami English Idiotns is such that it is nut 
possible !■ render with such verbal ac- 
curacy from the Hebrew its can be done 
from the Greek. Where, therefore, one 
plira.se cxpres.ses the true meaning, no 
change occurs. Then, loo, the ]iiililic 
wish, especially in I'iiigland, has pro- 
nounci-il against all avoidable changes in 
the old vert ion. 

Another powerful riason why riwlical 
(diaiuies were impossihle, is llie faci lliat 
the original text of Ihe I »ld Testamcnl n- 
mains substantially Ihe same l.h;ii used 
by King .James' translators. With the 
New Testament the caso was diiUerent.
